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According to the testimony of all the 
correspondents In South Africa, the “pomp 
and circumstance, of war’’ is not geen on 
the modern battlefield.

THE ENGLISH NOW HOLD A SEC-

Alton had a taste of what the glacier 
was like Wednesday night. A great ice 
floe, sweeping along with a four mile an 
hour current, and reaching from bank to 
bank of the river, struck the Venetian set- 
tlement at the river front at 10 o’clock at 
night, tossing houseboats, with sleeping 
families within, high on the shore, crushing 
docks and many little river craft, and 
grinding and crunching with the roar of 
an avalanche.

Her two rooms are 
a8 spotiessly clean as soap and water can 
make them, while even the smallest article 
of furniture is in its proper place. 

She moves about her two small rooms 
with as true a step as one with sight, sel- 
dom even having to stretch out her hand toe 
guide herself. 

Mrs. Quirk has lived in her present home 
only two months, but in that short time she 
has become acdustomed to her surround- 
ings and can even hang up the washing in 
the back yard, moving in and out of the 
house and never falling. 

Besides the care of the house, Mrs. Quirk 
does many other things which it seems im- 
possible a blind person could do. All the 
clothing that is worn by her little ll-year-
